In many districts this was the driest month 
of the year, but the number of days with rain 
was largein proportion to the total rainfall, as 
there was a good deal of light drizzle.

PHARMACY IN IRELAN D. 


THE DIVISION BETWEEN NORTH 


AND SOUTH. 


Speaking at the fifty-first annual general 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society of. 
alreland, which was held at 67 Lower 
Mount street, Dublin, the President (Mr. 
R. Blair, Cork) said that they had passed 
through a very important year, the most im- 
portant event in which was the setting up of 
a Northern pharmacy and the formation of a 
Northern Pharmaceutical Society. Some of 
the Northern members of the Council had 
resigned, feeling that they could not hold dual 
positions. They had several successful pro- 
secutions for infringements of their rights, 
and they would have more in the near future. 

They had not made much progress with 
regard to the new Pharmacy Bull, 
Government were not in a position to proceed 
with it, but when they were ready the Society 
would be ready and a to meet them in. 
every way they could, and he hoped they 
would have a Pharmacy Bill in the framing | 
of which they would have a voice. Otherwise 
they would have to accept a bill from the 
Government, 

They had a fair average of candidates at 
their examinations, and he thought that they 
showed better ration in their studies. 
Although they lost many members from 
Northern Ireland, others were coming for- 
ward, so that they were not far short of their 
average, and, if members came fdrward a 
little more rapidly, they would soon equal any 
of their better years. They looked to the 
future with hope. 

There were now in Ireland 1,356 pharma- 
ceutical chemists, 321 rmaceutical as- 
sistants, 74 chemists and d ists and 707 
registered druggists—a total of 2,458, as com- 
pared with 2,529 in 1925. Their membershi 
and associateship totalled "473, as compare 
with 570 last year. They had to record 14 
deaths during the year. At their examinations
